gracious thankests their Rings, and kind ſhew of god ac- 
ceptancs foꝛtheic paines, leauing them to their repole, with 
great charge to his Nobles, and thoſe in authozito, to ſee 
their entertaine ment ſuch, as ik their Douecaigne Loꝛdes 
were pꝛeſent: which charge wes not ko2gotten of thoſe 
which pꝛiz ed their Pꝛinces honours as dea e as their lines 
but with luch pompe and coſt accompliched each ſruerall 
tommaund of his Highneſſe: as the Strangers might wel 
adinire fo beholdit. Their diets ſo diuers and lo abounvant 
as they had neuer ſerne the like, furniſhed with ſo much

ted:no ſonor entered they his pzeſence.but Pionicius whoſe
